Now 
once in the end of the World be bath appeared, to 
put away Sin by the Sacrifice of bimſel}. 

Therefore *cis' ro be noted, that very 
few of thoſe that have undertaken ro write 
againſt us, have really underſtood what we 
affirm or deny, concerning the Cauſes, or the 
Effe&s of our Saviour's Death. They trou- 
ble rhemſelyes with ciring a great many 
Texts to evince that *rwas for our Sins 
(as one Cauſe) thar Chriſt died 3 that he was 
a Sacrifice and Oblarion for rhe Sins of the 
World ; that he-was a Ranſom, a Price of 
Redemption for us. We deny none of 
theſe things, taken in a ſober and poſkible 
ſenſe : the Queſtion is only this, Whether 
the Lord Chriſt offered bimſelſ as ſuch a Sacri- 
fice, Oblation or Price as might be made 
| #0 the Juſtice of God, by way of Equivalent 
for what we ſhould have ſuffered 3 or was an 
. Oblation and Application, as all former Sa- 
crifices under the.Law were, to the Mercy of 
' Goda, by way of humble ſuit and depreca- 
tion? We affirm the latter of rheſe, _hat 
the Lord Chriſt, beſides other Ends of bis 
Death, tendred himſelf ( in the nature of 
a Sacrifice) on the Altar of the Croſs, to 
che Mercy and Benignity of God, by way of 
Supplicarion 3 nor to the Divine Fuſtice, as an 
Enuivalent for ſo great. a Debt as the Ecer- 
nal Puniſhment of all Mankind in Hell-Fire. 
We judg it berter thus to ſpeak, than as 
our Oppoſers do, becauſe the Abolition of 
our Sins, and our Diſcharge from Puniſh- 
ment, is always in Roly Scripture attributed 
to the great Mercy and Goodneſs af God ; 


*cis called Pardon, Remiffion, Grace, Free- 


_nefs of Grace, Riches of Grace ;. all which 


were falſe, if indeed the Lord Chriſt gave 
a juſt Equivalent ( they ſay, more” than an 
Equivalent”) to God's Tuftice for us, 

In a word, our _— and We agree, 
that the Lord Chriſt, being to die upon 
other accounts, did withal tender his Perſon 
in Quality of an Expiatory Sacrifice, for the 
Sins of Mankind ; himſelf was the Offerer, 
and alſo the Vitim, and his Croſs the 
Altar; he was a Ranſom, and a Price of 
Redemption for us: but in this we differ, 
Whether he was an Adequate Price, or a 
Sacrifice 9 the Fuſtict of God 2 We cannor 
comprehend that-oze Man could be an Equi- 
valent for al: Men; or his ſbort Suff 
equal ro the Eternal Damnation of an I 
nire Mulritude ; or that God can-be faid to 
pardon, if he hath been outr-paid for: our 


Debt to him : therefore we content our 


ſelves to teach, that our Blefſed Saviour be- 
ing to-confirm his Goſpel by his Death, and 


to be- made perfect by Sufferings, as the Au- 


thor ro the Hebrews ſpeaks, did alſo offer 
himſelf as a Sacrifice, and as a fort of Ran- 
ſom and Price for us, to that Mercy and 
Benignity of God, by. which he was wont 
to accept the Oblation of Beaſts, the Blood 


of Goats and Lambs, for his repenting and 
returning People. This Hy leaves 
ro God the intire Glory of forgiving us ; 
to our -Saviour, the Honour of being the 


Means, Motive and Procurer of our Pardon 
and Salvation; and: fully anſwers all Scrip- 
rure-Exprefſions concerning our Saviour's - 
Death, objged to.us by our Oppoſers in 


this Queſtion. But they - Cour Oppoſers) 


after all their Subterfuges, -are forced by 
their Hypotheſis,. to 'this monſtrous Conclu- 
ſion; that God freely pardoneth co Sinners 
their whole Debt of Sin and Puniſhment ; 
and-.yer has been infinicely over-paid for 
both, in the Death and other Sufferings of 
the Lord Chriſt : than which, there can- be 
no greater, or more apparent Contradifion. 
' As to our Author's Concluſion, that he 
wiſhes himſelf accmſed, and again. accurſed, if.
